2. AS FAR AS THE EFFECTS OF THESE POSSIBILITIES ON THE GROUND 
FORCE COMMON CEILING OF "ABOUT 700,000", THE WORKING GROUP 
FOUND THAT: 

A. FOR BOTH CASES I AND 2, WHEN RELATED TO THE COMMON 
CEILING CONCEPT WITH A TARGET OF ABOUT 700,000, THE EFFECTS COULD BE 
CRITICALLY INCLUENCED BY THE DEGREE TO WHICH THE WP GROSS

TAKING OF A CALCULATED RISK UNTIL THE EVENTUALLY ACCEPTED WP 
MANPOWER FIGURES ARE KNOWN. IT MAY THEREFORE BE DESIRABLE TO 
AVOID COMMITMENT TO ANY SPECIFIC AND FINAL REDEFINITION OF 
GROUND FORCES BEFORE AGREEMENT IS REACHED WITH THE EAST ON 
SUCH DATE.
